We  have  a 
particular  section  of  sandy  loam  on  which  we  grow  our 
seedlings.  This  produces  a  far  better  root  system  than 
is  usually  found  on  seedlings.

THE  FEDERAL  QUARANTINE  on  all  five  needled 
pines  prohibits  its  shipment  into  any  state  except  New 
York  and  the  New  England  States.  Therefore  we  can¬ 
not  ship  any  of  the  above  listed  grades  of  Pinus  Strobus 
into  any  states  except  the  above.  We  have  never  had 
the  Blister  Rust  here  in  our  section,  but  the  quarantine 
must  be  adhered  to.  HOWEVER, — we  have  been 
fortunate  in  establishing  a  Ribes  Free  Zone  on  which 
area  we  are  now  growing  White  Pine.  By  growing 
these  White  Pine  within  this  control  area  and  under 
Federal  inspection  we  are  given  a  permit  to  ship  White 
Pine  anywhere  in  the  United  States.  Very  few  of  these 
permits  are  in  existence.  In  the  fall  of  1937  we  will 
have  seedlings  from  this  area  to  offer  the  trade.
